JURY HOLDS FATE 


OF BILL HAYWOOD 


After Being Battered in Long Siege 


by Testimony and Oratory Tweive 


Men Retire for the Verdict 


MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT W A Y N E 


Boise, July 27.—The jury In the 


case of William D. Haywood, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, charged with the mur- 
der of former Governor Frank Steun- 
enberg, retired to consider its verdict 
at 11:04 a. EL, today, and Judge Wood 
Immediately ordered a recess until 
2 p. m. 


The reading o! the judge's charge 


and instructions required just an hour 
and at the end of that time the twelve 
jurors filed from the room in custody 
of Sheriff "Shad" Hodgins and six 
bailiffs. 


As they left the jury box Judge 


Wood said: "Gentlemen, I would sug- 
gest that you take your chair cush- 
ions with you." 


"Each, juror acted upon the sugges- 


tion. 


Hsywood Appeared Confident. 


The jury room in the court house 


had been prepared for their use. Hay- 
wood 
listened 
-with 
characteristic 


stoicism to Judge Wood's lengthy 
charge and when the jury retired he 
•went back to his cell with a confident 
smile about his lips. As he was about 
to leave his gray-haired mother rush- 


ed up and hissed him. There was no 
other demonstration. 


No one ventured an opinion as the 


jury retired as to the length of time 
that would be required in arriving at 
a verdict. 
The jury may report at 


any time of the night or day. 


The Idaho laws already provide 


that a jury may render its verdict in 
open court on Sunday. 


Judge Wood in his charge gave ihe 


jury the choice of five verdicts, as fol- 
lows: 
Murder in the 
first 
degree, 


with a penalty of death: murder in 
the second degree, with a penalty of 
ten years to life imprisonment; volun- 
tary manslaughter, one to ten years; 
involuntary manslaughter, with a pen- 
alty of 
one to 
ten years, and not 


guilty. 


Jury Given Lunc!-. 


At 12:18 Judge Wood gave instruc- 


tions to have the jury taken out to 
luncheon. At the time they had been 
deliberating for an hour and fourteen 
minutes and as they ieft the jury 
room several of the twelve men were 
engaged in animated, but apparently 
good natured discussion.

ing in the near future to the chemical 
society, the results of his researches

connection the announcement is made 
that he has succeeded in degrading 
copper to the first member of Its fam- 
ily, that is, lithium. 


The Lancet today says 
the 
dis- 


covery marks an. epoch in the history 
of chemical science and believes It is 
a realization of the transmutation of 
metals. 


The announcement is likely to re- 


awa&en the discussion of the trans- 
Mutation of elements which raged a. 
year or so ago when several promi- 
nent scientists repudiated the trans- 
mutation idea while others just as 
strongly advocated it. 


Sir William Ramsey, himself, mod- 


estly disclaims ability to transmute 
elements, but he believes that the re- 
sult of his degradation of copper will 
be of far reaching importance.

ish attacks here during the month of 
June, 1906.' The trial.of these indi- 
viduals has

times. 
The court sentenced a man 


named Damyanovitch to eight 3~ears 
hard labor in the mines, and four oth- 
er men were given life terms of im- 
prisonment. 


Damyanovitch was the leader of the 


gang which attacked a party of Jews 
who had taken refuge in the railroad 
station outside the town, killing and 
seriously wounding six and mutilating 
many more. 
Witnesses examined by 


the court established the fact that 
Damyanovitch had murdered several 
Jews with his ow-n hand, beating out 
their brains against a rock. 


Certain government officials whose 


compliciij" in the organization of the 
attacks on the Jews was abundantly 
attested during 
the 
course 
of the 


trial, have not yet been indicted.

Both were notable 
types of the old school of southern 
statesmen; much alike in tempera- 
ment, appearance, age and political 
convictions. 
Mr. Pettus came from 


revolutionary stock, and during the 
civil war he rose to the rank of brig-

general 
in 
the. confederate 


I army. 
He entered the senate ten 


years asro. and while not among tha 
brilliant orators of that body, he was 
notable for his conscientious atten- 
tion to the details of public business. 


He is SO years of age, and has not 


been in robust health during recent 
months.

signed the notice and in order to be 
sure that the mayor would get a copy 
he delivered one to him at his home 
on East Washington 
boulevard and 


stated afterward that Mr. Hosey read 
it and made no comment. He left, this 
afternoon for Rome City and will be 
absent from the city until Tuesday 
morning. 


The notice was drafted in the prosg- 


cutor's office at the request of Dr. Ma- 
son, 
who is acting independently of 


the league and who took upon him- 
self the duty of putting the mayor in 
possession of 
information 
that

thought 
might, probably 
result, 
in 


some action on tho pnrt of the police 
force. 


There will be nn relaxation of vigil- 


ance tomorrow on the

league and its members will be out 
on'the streets looking for violations 
of the saloon law and reports will be 
made to the prosecutor's office.

collecting and will probably take all 
intura cases to the circuit 
court,

are proceeding on the theory that it 
will be necessary to keep under cover 
a few- weeks when the crusade wiil 
die and then thc-re will bo no further 
opposition .and they 
will be forced

than twenty-four hours in one day.

Judge Wood's charge was lengthy, 


containing more than 12.000 words, 
and covering the case from almost 
every view point.

The Flight of Orchard. 


"The jury is instructed that the 


flight of Jack Simpkins. if you find 
such flight to have taken place, stand- 
ing alone would not of itself be any 
evidence of the guilt of the defend- 
ant.. 
But if you find that Simpkkins 


did after the arrest of Orchard (let; 
or become a fugitive from justice, 
then that fact may be taken into con- 
sideration, together with all the oth- 
er facts of the case in determining 
whether or not 
Simpkkins was a 


member of the conspiracy which tho

The court room was but half filled 


when the jury filed in shortly before 
10 o'clock. 
Haywood came in smil- 


ing and bowed a salution to his wife, 
his mother, his two daughters, and 
sister, the entire family being pres- 
ent. 


As Judge Wood took the bench the 


twelve jurymen who sat directly in 
front of him wheeled in their chairs, 


• turned their backs upon the 
defen- 


dant and his attorneys and listened 
attentively to the lengthy charge. 


After the customary instruction p.s 


to the general duties of the jurors as 
to the law and evidence. Judge Wood 
instructed the jurors in accordance 
with his ruling made some days ago, 
after argument by counsel as to the 
admissibility of the evidence bearing

Wins Even Darrow's Admiration. 
Clarence Darrow said that Borah's 


argument was the fairest and ablest 
he had ever heard in a criminal court. 


"There were 
several 
things

ruierht have said and remained with- 
in his rights," said Darrow, "but he 
did not touch them. 
His conduct of 


this case throughout has been emi- 
nently fair." 


Haywood added his'tribute to tli« 


ability of Borah in this manner: 


"I have heard the best of them all

Haywood, too. commented on 


the fairness of the trial.

Washington, D. C., July 27.—Direct 


and positive evidence that 
Browns- 


ville, Texas, was not shot up by three 
companies of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
will be given by several new wit- 
nesses, who will appear before the 
senate committee on military affairs 
when it resumes its investigation o£ 
the riot in November. 


Funher than this, these witnesses 


will testify that the town of Browns- 
ville was shot up by an organized 
band of desperate men. who 
have, 


since thai time, been terrorizing the 
people of the town, who now are will- 
ing to tell the whole story. 


This sensational 
evidence, it is 


said, 
has 
been 
obtained after two 


parties 
of 
detectives 
have 
been 


driven out of 
Brownsville by the 


same organized band that shot up the 
;own. 


Claiming thnt it would not be safe 


io live in Brownsville until Decem- 
ber, witnesses who are expected to 
make such serious revelations to the 
committee. 
have 
been 
deported 


from the Texas town. 
They are hid- 


ing in a northern city and will be pro- 
duced when the senate committee 
meets. 
Town Terrorized by Conspirators. 


Thrilling and sensational 
in 
tho 


extreme have been t.he experiences of 
the representatives of the Constitu- 
tional league who have been making 
desperate attempts to 
obtain evi- 


dence from the people in Brownsville 
ever since The investigation has been 
in progress. 


It is claimed that many witnesses 


could be secured to testify as to who 
really committed the depredations in 
Brownsville on the night of August 
13. 1906. were it not for the fact that 
the town is virtually under the con- 
trol of the 
organized conspirators 


who did the shooting. 


As they tell the story, it would 


make an excellent plot for a sensa- 
tional novel or melodrama. 


To N. B. Marshall, of Washington, 


an attorney for 
the 
Constitutional 


league, and Gilchrist Stewart, of New 
York, commissioner of the same or- 
ganization, belong the credit of final- 
ly securing ike witnesses by whom it 
Is expected to prove the contentions 
of Senator Foraker. that the colored 
soldiers are not guilty. 


Will Name the Leaders. 


But the witnesses of Messrs. Mar- 


shall and Stewart will go further and 
name the men who it is claimed are 
guilty of shooting up the town. Mr. 
Marshall is a graduate of Harvard 
college and is a man of unquestioned 
integrity. 


According to the evidence now in 


the possession of the representatives 
of the Constitutional league, the pur- 
pose of inciting the riot was to force 
the government to remove the colored 
soldiers from Brownsville. 


The people of Brownsville had pro- 


tested to the Texas senators, and also 
to the president, against the sending 
of the colored soldiers to Brownsville. 
Failing in this effort to change the 
order of the government, at several 
secret meetings plans were carefully 
arranged by which the soldiers could 
be driven away from the Brownsville 
post. 


Some of the more desperate favored 


a night attack upon the barracks, but 
the counsel of the more cautious pre- 
vailed and plans for a sham riot were 
carefully laid. 


Soldier's Garb Helps Plot 


It was thought by this 
that the 


colored troops could be drawn out of 
the barracks by the shooting in the 
town in such a manner as to create 
an impression that the soldiers were 
making an attack upon Brownsville, 
and they would thus be able to ap- 
pear in the role of defenders of their 
homes and firesides. 


A dark night was selected and. dis- 


guised as colored soldiers, a crowd 
of Brownsville people, who delight in 
using guns on the slightest provoca- 
tion, started out to terrorize the town 
and draw an attack upon themselves 
from the garrison. 


It was not planned by the leaders 


to kill anybody in Brownsville. 
The 


shooting of Frank Xatus. the barten-' 
der, according to the view of the Con- 
stitutional 
league 
representatives, 


who investigated it, was the result of 
a fatal mistake. 


Bartender Killed by Error. 


The bartender, it is claimed, was 


fully advised of the plans of the al- 
leged conspirators, 
and 
when 
the 


crowd rushed up past his saloon, he 
ran to the door with the intention of 
taking part in the "fun." 
He dis- 


charged his revolver in the air, but 
the rioters thought he was resisting, 
and shot him down. 


In the darkness they were not able 


to recognize him. and not until the 
excitement was over did they know 
that they had shot down one of their 
number. 


The shooting of Lieut. Dominguer 


is laid at the door of some of the offi- 
cer's political enemies. As it is known 
that there is a bitter feud between 
the two political factions in Browns- 
ville, and the supposition is that one 
of the opposing factions took advant- 
age of the excitement and shot him 
down in cold blood. 


Easy to Prove Truth. 


When approached for a statement 


of the evidence which is in the pos- 
sessions of the Constitutional league, 
Mr. Marshal! refused to disclose the' 
results of his investigation, saying it 
would be discourteous to the senate 
committee to make any statement as 
to what it is expected to prove by the 
witnesses. 


"I will say this much, however." 


said Mr. Marshall, "that if any news- 
paper will fiend a representative to 
Brownsville and thoroughly and hon- 
estly investigate the conditions in the 
town and publish a faithful account 
of their investigation, there will be no 
doubt in the mind that the colored 
soldiers are innocent. 


"This investigation should not con- 


sist of interviewing 
prominent citi- 


zens for publication or in dining with 
government and city officials, but let. 
t.he 
reporters work on the case as 


they do on murder mysteries in the 
north, and I would have no fear of the 


results. But in making this sugges- 
tion I wish to warn any paper which 
might, send reporters io Brownsville 
of the dangers of the undertaking. 


Feared Life Was in Peril. 


"They will find that Brownsville is 


ruled by ?.n orgar-.ized b?.Tid o? iniimi- 
dators. 
The real -conspiracy ot sil- 


ence' is in Brownsville, and not 
amongjhe colored soldiers. 


"When Mr. Stewart and I went to 


Brownsville we 
were 
disguised as 


common day laborers. Yet, before we 
reached the town, it was evident the 
leaders of the mob that is terrorizing 
the town were advised that we were 
coming. 


"At a station 
nine 
miles 
from 


Brownsville, 
a 
solitary 
passenger, 


armed with a Winchester rifle, board- 
ed the train 
and 
made 
a careful 


search of every car. You would im- 
agine he was looking for a spy in war 
time. 


Further than this, when we reach- 


ed Brownsville, more than two hours 


I late, near midnight, we found a large 
' crowd at the depot to receive us. 


"Most of them were armed and ap- 


peared to be looking for trouble. On 
account of our disguise they did not 
recognize us as the attorneys they 
were looking for, and 
as we saw 


clearly that it was not safe to stay in 
Brownsville, we slipped over TO the 
Mexican side and conducted our in- 
vestigation from Maiamoras. 


Consul in Plot, Too? 


"It is surely a strange commentary 


on this government when its peace- 
able citizens are compelled to seek 
safety on foreign soil under the Mexi- 
can flag. 
But we were not free from 


ih>> intrigues of 
American citizens 


and government officers even when 
we reached Maiamoras. 


"P. Merrill Griffith, the American 


I consul at Matamoras, appeared to be 
! anxious to hinder us in every way in 


I our investigation. 
He threatened us 


I with arrest as suspicious characters 
I for the purpose of forcing us 'o di=- 
close our identity and the purpose of 
our visit to Matamoras. 


"The proprietor of 
the 
hotel at. 


which we staid was threatened with 
a boycott if he did not esxltide us 
from his house. 
So also was the 


landlord at the Hotel Cardenas, which 
we visited occasionally in 
seeking 


evidence. 


Assassin's Plot Is Frustrated. 


"After we had been in Matamoras 


for two or three days a systematic ef- 
fort was made to induce us TO visit 
Brownsville. 
We were approached 


by Mr. T. Grixeil, whose brother was 
one of the witnesses against the sol- 
diers in the senate committee. 
But 


Mr. Grixeil professed great friendship 
for us, and offered to assist us in our 
investigation if we would come to 
Brownsville. Mr. Grixeil had scarcely 
left us before a man rushed into the 
hotel. He inquired for the men who 


j were investigating the 
Brownsville 


rio;, and. when he was informed that 
I1 was one of them, he said; 'For God's 
I sake, don't go ivor to Brownsville. 
They are gtt?;-':us the ferries at this 
minute to sei-« you when you land.' 


"This placed us on our guard and 


we became fully convinced that a 
visit to Brownsville meant death. The 
situation became so critical in Mat- 
amoras that, the 
chief of police vol- 


untarily camo to us and informed us 


j he had placed a bodyguard over us by 
day and night. 


"We saw a heavily arfied 
officer 


from Brownsville at the depot when 
we purchased our tickets. He board- 
ed the train with us and watched us 
clearly until he became convinced we 
did not intend to come home through 
Texas."

navy in time of war, was launched 
here at noon today from the yards of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding company. 
The vessel is the scout cruiser Salem, 
whose duty it will be in time of war 
to look for and report movements of 
an enemy. 
The Salem is to have a speed of 24

THINGS TO R E M E M 5 E T 


All varieties of sweet scented roses 


may go into the making of a rose jar. 
from the single petals of the wild rose 
with its peculiarly delicate "woodsy" 
fragrance, to the modern American 
Beaut}', with its rich perfume. 


Of course the more fragrant the 


roses used the sweeter the scent. For 
the making ai'.ow one pint Fait to a 
half peck of rose leaves, and fill a jar 
-with alternate layers of each leaving 
the first and last sections 
of salt. 


Cover closely and keep in a cool place 
for five days, stirring carefully and 
working well with the hand several 
times each day. 
This stirring and 


working is essential to prevent damp- 
ness and ihe matting of the leaves. 
At the end of this time add tb.refi 
ounces allspice, pounded in a mortar, 
and one ounce best stick cinnamon. A 
few cassia buds are also an approved 
addition. Let the contents of the jar 
rest another week save for stirring 
twice a day. Now put into the bottom 
of the permanent postpourri jar one 
ounce slightly broken allspice.

der 
blossoms,

cloves, another ounce stick cinnamon 
and a. half ounce allspice, one nutmeg 
coarsely grated, a cupful ginger root, 
sliced thin, half an ounce anise seed.

warmth will do this.

alone makes the liquid go down more 
easily. 


When the dose is to be given it is 


well to call in a member of the fam- 
ily to act as assistant. 
Put baby 


rlown on the bed on bis back and 
have ready a small napkin or other 
bit of linen wrung out in cold water. 
Fold this fiat just, large enough to go 
under baby's 
chin up to 
the ears. 


Give this to the assistant and instruct 
her in her duty, which is merely that 
of holding ihe wet. compress against 
the chin at the psychological moment.

The pattern of this model is cut in

Five an*l five-eighths yards of inser- 
tion and three yards of edging for the 
sieeves and neck wall he needed. 


A little frock like this design may 


be made from either sheer or heavy 
tub material, and will be i ;ually ef- 
fective. 
If sheer goods, such as lawn 


or batiste, is used, the front and back 
portion of the body part between the 
strips of insertion, cut from all-over 
tucking would be exceedingly pretty. 
When the dress 'is made after this 
style, it will he more satisfactory to 
tuck the fabric at home than to buy 


that, -which comes by the yard ready 
to use. 
In the first place, it is often 


difficult to match the material, and 
then, if a good quality is purchased, 
it is quite expensive. 


As it is often impossible to find an 


embroidered edging sufficiently wide " 
for these little skirts, except in high, 
priced qualities, and these frequently 
too elaborate to be suitable for small 
children, an effective substitute may 
be had in a narrow edging, three or 
four inches 
in width, 
joined by a 


group of five or six small tucks to a 
flounce of material like the 
dress. 


The last tuck at the lower edge can 
be so arranged as to hide the joining, 
and the skirt will have the appearance 
of one wids piece of embroidery -with, 
the plain top tucked. 


If the garment is fashioned from a 


heavy linen or pique, the bands at 
the arm-holes and the ounce skirt 
•would be pretty cut from the goods, 
wiih the edges buttonhole scalloped. 
This, of course, must bo done before 
the dress is made up, and the piece 
should be laudered before the scallops 
are cut out.

A Sideboard Cloth of Russian Crash. 


For a sideboard cloth, procure a 


strip of Russian crash (the kind sold 
for kitchen towels) according to the 
length of the top of sideboard, and 
make a narrow hem at each end to 
prevent fraying. 


Transfer some designs onto it (simi- 


lar to those in the illustration) 
at 


equal distances, and embroider them 
in Turkey red, navy blue and yellow 
washing cottons. 


Now work round the edge three 


times in blanket stitch in the -three 
different colors, and then make small 
tassels of the cottons, and secure at 
equal distances and in alternate colors 
all round the edge. Fasten them with 
a crochet hook, like the old fashioned 
white crochet antimacassars were tas- 


selled, or these can be omitted if pre- 
ferred. 


For a Table Cover. 


To make a small table cover, cut 


four squares, the size of the width of 
the crash. Work round each square 
iii blanket stitch, as for the sideboard 
cloth. Now transfer a design on to 
them, and work in the same colors ?s 
for sideboard cloth. 


When all four squares are embroid- 


ered, crochet all together with fagot- 
ting stitch to form a square cloth, and 
put small tassels round. 


For a Cushion Cover, 


Take two pieces of the crash, about 


twenty-two inches in length, and em- 
broider them as for table and side- 
board covers. Join the two together 
by crocheting a few rows on to each 
piece, to. form an insertion. 
Crochet 


into the blanket stitch a simple pat- 
tern in the colored cottons. 
The 


crash will be found rather narrow in 
width for a cushion cover, but joining 
together in this way widens it and 
adds much to the effect This may be 
tasselled or left plain, according to 
taste.

The Wagner Bill. 


'i'~a Wa:<r.«r lull as irtrod-.iced is 


tc.xtua'iy us follows: 


''All persons, firms, corpcrations and

pp£C-c-!atior;F". ?,re hereby forbidden tc 
p-h;t or otf.'erv.';!---? to produce, publish, 
I'.ES. circulate., display or transport, or 
to rai'.se to be printed or otherwise 
produced, published, used, circulated, 
tlhrjEycd or transported, any iniudu- 
l^nt. fnisf. or ralslc-adicg advertise- 
ment or advertisements or any adver- 
tiseraeriT or advertisements which is 
or are objectionable or pernicious or 
Iv-relraftc-r deSned, and each violation 
berfof shall constitute a misdemeanor 
and bs punishable by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars UiOO), the 
determination of the precise amount 
in each case being left to the discre- 
tion of the court: 
Provided, that in 


all cases where 'the violation is for 
the sake of direct profit as by pay for 
production, 
publication, 
transporta- 


tion, or the like, said fine shall always 
be of an amount not less than three 
times the amount of such pay, unless 
treble such pay should fall below the 
prescribed minimum fine of one hun- 
dred dollars ($10j). Each day's con- 
tinuance of the production, 
publica- 


tion, use, circulation, display or trans- 
portation of an advertisement or ad- 
vertisements such as 
prohibited by 


this act shall constitute a separate of- 
fense thereunder. 


An Advertisement Defined. 


„ "Within the meaning of this act, an 
advertisement shall be defined to be 
any means of publishing or giving no- 
tice of information of certain things, 
and shall include .oral as well as physi- 
cal forms of publication intended to 
reach a plurality of persons. Among 
the kind o'f advertisements which, 
•within the meaning of this act, shall 
be deemed either objectionable or per- 
nicious, or both, and prohibited there- 
by are the following: 


"Advertisements of 'damaged goods 


sales,' of 'fire sales,' 'bankrupt sales' 
and the like, where merchandise not 
a part of such 'damaged.' 'fire dam- 
aged,' or 'bankrupt stock,' or other 
stock represented in 
the -advertise- 


ment is offered.'represented, or sold 
as a part of such 
stock. 
Advertise- 


ments stating former selling values, or 
present or former worth, in excess of 
recognized trade standards 
of such 


selling values or worth, or where val- 
ues or worth are stated and are repre- 
sented as worth more than such prices 
at which the goods or commodity ad- 
vertised -.vere sold 
in 
the 
regular 


course of business to numbers of per- 
sons within 
a period 
of 
eighteen 


months prior to date of such adver- 
tisement. Advertisements which rep- 
resent merchandise to be other than 
as stated upon labels or other mark- 
ings upon containers or packages of 
such merchandise, as in Ihe case of 
food labeled and sold in compliance 
with pure food laws of this or other 
states or of the United States. 


Exaggerations Prohibited.

ated or false statements of quantity, 
or where the goods offered are sec- 
onds, inferior quality, or otherwise 
not of standard quality and such facts 
are not disclosed in the wording of 
the advertisement.

Empress Miu, the mother of the crown 
prince, who has just 
ascended the 


throne, and the other was another 
wife of the emperor, the mother of 
Prince Euiwha, 
second 
son of the 


niler, regarded as likely to get the 
throne should the new emperor prove 
himself incompetent, as he is said to 
be. 


Prince Eliwha is at present in Eu- 


san awaiting developments. 
He re- 


ceived his education in Japan and 
America and is in great favor with 
the Japanese, as his views coincide 
with their own. 


The murders of the two •women oc- 


curred in 1S95'. 
Empress Min saw 


that Prince Euiwha was likely to be 
her husband's successor to the throne. 
Assassins hired 
by 
her murdered 


Euiwha's 
mother 
and 
he 
nearly 


shared a similar fate. 
Colonel John 


A. Cockerill, then the special corres- 
pondent of. the Herald, undertook to 
save Prince Euiwha. Here is Colonel 
Cockerill's account of the affair, writ- 
ten at the time: 


Had Euiwha's Mother Slain. 


"As soon as the empress, whose 


fanatical love for her son, the crown 
prince, was intense, saw young Ye 
Wha Kung (Euiwha) rising in favor 
she conceived a great hatred for him. 
She saw that this youth might be- 
. corns a serious rival to her own son, 
knowing something of the whirling 
politics in Korea. 


"She caused his mother to be killed 


and his brother and ister to be put 
out of the way. 
The young prince 


was protected 
grandfather."

father and 


Friends of the prince went to Col- 


onel Cockerill and asked him to aid 
in getting the young man out. of the 
country. 


"I undertook to do so on behalf of

Cockerill, "knowing full well that if I 
was discovered I would encounter the

The plan, as arranged, was that the 
prince and young In Chigo were to 
disguise themselves, cutting off their 
hair and dressing liks Japanese ser- 
vants. 
I was provided with letters 


which would secure me the co-opera- 
tion of the captain of one of the little 
Japanese steamers plying between 
Marpot. the landing for Seoul, and 
the port of Chemulpo. We were to 
get passage 
on a steamer leaving 


either for Chefoo, Tien-Tien, Shang- 
hai or Hong Kong—-any place outside 
of Japan. * * 
It was agreed 


that the prince should leave the coun- 
try as my valet." 


Queen Also Murdered. 


Before the plan was carried out. 


however, the empress herself was 
murdered, the king was deposed and 
Tai-Wai-Ktm, the prince's grandfath- 
er, took up the reins of government. 
He took the prince into the palace 
and later the 
former emperor 
re- 


sumed the throne. 


Soon after this the prince, being 


desirous to receive his education in 
the United States, started for Amer- 
ica "with the Rev. J. S. Gale, an Amer- 
ican missionary. He was seized by a 
band of Korean rebels, who were anx- 
ious to proclaim him emperor. 
He 


got out of this predicament, however, 
and landed in America just ten years 
ago. at the age of twenty-two years. 


Much insight into the young man's 


character is given in an interview 
with him published in the Herald of 
May 1G. 1904, when he was at the 
Korean legation in Washington re- 
covering from an attack of measles. 
He said then: 


"I never was a great favorite with 


the high officials, since I elected to 
leave the palace to seek an education 
and adventures elsewhere. I went to 
Japan, first leaving Seoul when I was 
sixteen years old. In Japan I studied

believe that being emperor of Korea 
is altogether a bed of roses. While 
a student at the Ohio Wesleyan uni- 
versity, at Delaware, Ohio, in 1093, he 


"Korea is so different from other 


countries. 
In Europe the kings all 


have good times. In my country" the 
emperor, as absolute monarch, has so 
much work and so many ceremonies 
there is little pleasure left to him. He 
is kept in seclusion and hedged in 
with formalities and necessarily is an- 
noyed by the petty quarrels and 
troubles of his favc 'tos and minis- 
ters. The emperor is about the hard- 
est worked man in the kingdom and 
has so few pleasures that I believe I 
should prefer the freedom you Ameri- 
cans enjoy.".. 


Dressed as American. 


In America Prince Euiwha learned 


to dress as Americans do, and said 
he liked their style of dress best. 


While a student in Ohio it was said 


that the prince had fallen in love with 
another student. Miss Angie JI. Gra- 
ham, of Wheeling, W. Va. On one oc- 
casion he went to her home in Wheel- 


ing to call on her. it was said that 
they were engaged, but. this was vig- 
orously denied. It was this and other 
similar stories that made the prince 
quit the school. 


Although the prince was a favorite 


with the girls at the Wesleyan uni- 
versity, he once had 
some trouble 


with a fellow student and is said to 
have received a thrashing. 


He spent money freely and lived 


beyond his means. He was sued more 
than once 
by bankers 
for money 


loaned him. In one case a judgment 
of $30,000 was obtained against him 
by Wolf Brothers £ Co., of this city.

The Philippine 


commission will

an upper 


branch, or senate. 
Similar to the 


American system, the delegates hold 
office for two years. 


Requirements for Delegates. 


Provision has been made to give 


natives of the islands ample oppor- 
tunity to serve as delegates. At the 
same time opportunity is given the in- 
fluential American and foreign resi- 
dents to become candidates, after a 
bonafide residence 
of 
six 
months. 


Care has been taken, however, to pre- 
vent public officials from becoming 
delegates in the assembly.

speak, read 
and 
write English or i 


Spanish, and a small property qualifi- ' 
cation, are among the requirements 
for being a delegate.

WASTED—monej enough to have taten 
the son of the house through College and 
given the daughter a musical or art edu- 
cation.

cannot.stint ourselves on little things. 
We mnst keep up appearances and Epenti 
the same amount of money our nelgh- 
bors' sons and daughters spend. Other- 


habitants of *Poverty Flat.' " 


Now, pride Is a splendid thing to have— 


pride of character, ability, accomplish- 
ment and economy; but when It takes on 
the form of vain show and vulgar pre- 
tense, it should be frowned upon by the 
public. 


The sensible boy or girl who has, sny 


a dollar a week for spending money, will 
lay away Just half of It—-put It !n a 
savings bank where It will draw Interest 
Suppose n boy begins putting away 50 
cent1! a week when he Is 10 years old, 
to be used as "College money" when he 
i9 through high school: and suppose he Is 
ready for college when IS years old. For 
eight years then he hns saved $26 a year, 
and you will readily count up what eight 
times that amount would be, drawing In- 
terest all the time. 
A neat sum, isn't 


it? And how much bettor to have it all 
In a nice big "lump," than to have 
thrown it sway on Ice-cream sodas, gum, 
candy. Indigestible confections and what- 
not for now it meets a very urgent need 
—the need of n finished education.

years—they will be fully rewarded for 
any little sacrifices they may have made 
in the way of self-denial.
